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Selectmen approve Yentile Farm Recreation Policy

WILMINGTON — At the 
- most recent meeting of the 
- Board. of Selectmen, the 
board unanimously voted to 
approve a use policy for the 
Yentile Farm Recreational 
Facility. 

Some general rules of the 
facility are that it will have a 
carry in, carry out policy; no 
smoking of tobacco prod- 
- ucts; no grilling allowed in 
the:common areas, grilling 
only to be allowed at the con- 
cession building, and permit- 
tees must obtain a permit 
from the Board of Health; no 
dogs: or other domestic ani- 


mals allowed on the premis- 
es; feeding of wildlife is pro- 
hibited; vehicles must be 
parked in permitted spaces 
(109 spaces are in the de- 
sign), and motorized vehi- 
cles must stay within their 
designated areas. 

All areas of the facility are 
considered common areas, 
with the exception of the 
multi-use turf field and con- 
cession building, for which a 
permit is needed. 

Applicants for permits must 
be at least 21 years old and a 
Wilmington resident. The 
person submitting the re- 
quest will be the primary 
contact for the program, and 
will be held responsible for 
understanding and accepting 


all rules and regulations and 
payment of any fees. The per- 
mittee will also assume full 
responsibility and _ liability 
for injuries or damages to/ 
loss of private property dur- 
ing the period of the rental. 

According to the policy, “A 
Certificate of Liability In- 
surance” must be submitted 
by all applicants naming the 
“Town of Wilmington” as an 
“additional insured,” certify- 
ing a minimum of $1,000,000 
(single) /$2,000,000 (aggre- 
gate) public liability and 
$1,000,000 personal injury 
insurance. All costs of insur- 
ance will be paid for by the 
applicant.

That was Wednesday, how- 
ever, most of us did not get 
the Town Crier until Thurs- 
day on March 2, 2017. So 
what does that mean? If 
you're like most Americans, 
you work Thursday 9-5; if 
you're not too tired you'll 
yead the paper that night, 
‘now that you realize that 
Selectman O'Connell will not 
be running and you stand a 
shot to win a seat as a new- 
comer, you decide you want 
fo run for selectman, you 
must ‘take the day off on 
Friday, go to the Town Hall 
at 8:30 a.m., take out the nec-

jneeded to appear on the bal- 
jot, bring it back to the Town 
#Hall.the.same.day by 5.p.m. 
* Selectwoman O'Connell's 
announcement was made 
during deadline week to get 
nomination papers in. If 
Selectwoman O'Connell an- 
nounced back in January 
that she wasn't going to run, 
this would have given an op- 
portunity for more folks to 
have taken out papers and 
run for the seat because 
there is one less incumbent 
running, giving at least an 
opportunity for a newcomer 
to win a seat. 

There is no question that the 
other candidate Ed Loud is 
Selectmen O'Connell's and 
friends' handpicked chosen 
candidate, which I already 
knew about months ago.

How Naloxone can save livesin town =: » 


Dear editor, 

As a future nurse practi- 
tioner, it is important to 
bring awareness to high risk 
disorders within the commu- 
nity. The opioid crisis con- 
tinues to be a significant 
public health issue in the 
state of Massachusetts, with 
Middlesex County being one 
of the highest areas affected 
by opioid-related overdose 
and death. 

The amount of opioid-relat- 
ed deaths has continued to 
climb over the last decade. In 
2015, Middlesex County’s opi- 
oid-related deaths increased 
to 342 compared to 116 in 
2005. These incidents have 
surged over recent years 
with opioid prescription dis- 
pensing and increased recre- 
ational drug use. 

Although there have been 
measures taken to improve 
the safety of opioid dispens- 
ing, overdose and death per- 
sist. Narcan (naloxone) is an 
opioid blocker that works by 
temporarily reversing the 
effects of excess opioid circu- 
lating in the body. Health 
care providers have direct 
access to naloxone and uti- 
lize it when there is known or 
suspected opioid overdose. 

There is a chance that 
when individuals overdose 
within the community. that 


. first responders may arrive 


to the scene with naloxone 
too late. This poses a prob- 
lem as individuals utilizing 
opioids have not always had 


> access to naloxone. Naloxone 
- has been proven to be safe 


and effective in treating opi- 


' oid-related overdose when 


administered by individuals 


| within the community.

ing unintended opioid-relat- 
ed deaths. It is imperative to 
ensure precautions are taken 
to prevent overdose consid- 
ering the increasing popula- 
tion utilizing prescribed and 
recreational opioids. 

The state of Massachusetts 
allows the use of naloxone 
with a prescription from a 
provider or a standing order 
through the pharmacy; both 
of which must be approved 
by a health care prescriber. 
Not all pharmacies in Mid- 
dlesex County provide this 
medication through a stand- 
ing order, making it impor- 
tant to discuss its use and 
availability with a provider. 

Its availability is not wide- 
ly discussed and many indi- 
viduals remain unaware of 
this opportunity. Education 
regarding the risks and ben- 
efits of its use should be dis- 
cussed with a health care 
provider who can appropri- 
ately advise its use. This 
rescue medication can pre- 
vent accidental overdose 
with proper education and 
accurate treatment plans. 

Discussing naloxone use 
with a healthcare profes- 
sional increases the safety 
of high risk individuals and 
decreases the risk for unin- 
tended death related to opi- 
oid use. The Good Samaritan 
Law in the state of Massa- 
chusetts protects an individ- 
ual who obtains naloxone 
and administers it to an 
individual displaying signs 
of an opioid overdose. 

This protection allows an 
individual the right to pos- 
sess and utilize naloxone 
without legal consequences. 
Individuals that may be 


appropriate for naloxone use 
include, but are not limited 
to, those with a history of 
heroin use, previous over- 
dose, high-dose or long-term 
opioid prescriptions, and 
those who use opioids with 
other high risk drugs. 

Although naloxone is not 
intended to replace opioid 
treatment, it can prevent the 
death of individuals in this 
community. Discussing this 
with a health care provider is 
the first step in determining 
individualized risks of opioid 
overdose along with provid- 
ing accurate information on 
its use and availability.

7.Forms Not Signed: An 
unsigned tax return is like 
an unsigned check — it’s not 
valid.

Tax- 
payers can avoid this error 
by filing their return elec- 
tronically. Sign an e-filed 
tax return digitally before 
sending it to the IRS. 

8.Electronic Filing PIN

know their PIN, they should 
enter the Adjusted Gross 
Income from their 2015 tax 
return originally filed with 
the IRS.

Nation’s lead educators 
hear possible 
finance fears from 


new DC administration

F. Scott Fitzgerald com- 
mented, “what we must de- 
cide is how we are valuable 
rather than how valuable 
we are.” 

This is so true in reality as 
well as necessary to pass on 
to our children and grand- 
children over the years. 
This past week I attended 
the American Association 
of School Administrators 
Conference in New Orleans 
with many education lead- 
ers from across the United 
States including several lo- 
cal superintendents and as- 
sistant superintendents. 

Before I left and around 
this time last week I read 
the General Aviation News 
that I picked up on my trav- 
els and found the following 
headlines: Cessna. 206 over- 
runs runway, Pilot inadver- 
tently retracts landing gear 
while landing, Lack of oil 
leads to engine failure, Jam- 
med rudder contributes to 
Zodiac CH-650 crash, Piper 
ground loops during landing 
practice, Landing gear col- 
lapses, Balloon ride ends 
with broken leg, Student 
loses control of Cessna 172 
on landing, Crosswind land- 
ing goes awry, Failure to use 
checklist ends badly, Twin 
otters crash on runway, 
Pilot loses control of autogy- 
ro, Extreme turbulence 
bends B300, and Gusting 
winds surprise pilot among 
other similar stories. 

Now for me to have just 
read these pieces and think- 
ing I was heading to Logan 
Airport just two days later 
for a flight to Louisiana, did 
not rest well until I rea- 
soned that the cases I read 


were really about small 
planes and less trained 
pilots but that did not sit 
well in my mind as I knew

As she prepares for the 
future, Liana Angelis 
strives for success in all 
aspects of her life. A dedi- 
cated and hardworking stu- 
dent-athlete, she proves 
determination is the key to 
achieving one’s goals. 

Throughout her high 
school career, Liana has 
taken a variety of challeng- 
ing courses.

have been the work of monks. 

The Wilmington Priory of the 
French Benedictines, goes back 
to the 11th Century. The location 
is in southeastern England, 
close to France. 

Other studies, however, have 
placed the figures in the Middle 
Ages, perhaps in the 15th or 16th 
centuries. Could they have been 
created to purify the sites for 
pagan worship? The staffs of the 
Long Man may symbolize the 
gates of dawn, meaning that the 
Long Man is a symbol for the 
sun god. The Cerne Giant could 
be a fertility symbol. 

Recent studies place it in the 
“early modern” era, possibly as 
late as the 16th or 17th centuries. 
The earliest record known of 
Long Man is from 1710,a drawing 
made by surveyor John Rowley. 


In 1766, William Burrell visited 
the Wilmington Priory and 
made a sketch of the figure. But 
his sketch shows Long Man hold- 
ing a rake and a scythe instead 
of the staffs. 


A restoration effort was con-

After the 
restoration, 
Cerne Giant is 180 feet tall.

We did agree with no 
dogs on the premises and we 
really looked at the priority 
list to allow the opportunity 
for everybody. If kids wanted 
to do a pickup game (that) 
was one of the priorities that 
we had, as well. I think it 
covers everything, and it 
was a fine job that was done 
by Karen and the Recreation 
Department,” said Kevin 
Caira who is also a member 
of the Yentile Farm Develop- 
ment Committee.

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Redmen knock out 
Wildcats in first 
round of tournament

TEWKSBURY - You hear 
all of the time - especially in 
high school sports - how dif- 
ficult it is for one team to 
defeat another three times 
in one season. The 
Wilmington High School 
girls' basketball team found 
out all about that last 
Wednesday night. 

The No. 7 seed Tewksbury 
Redmen dominated the No.

“There were: times when 
we didn’t transition down 
the floor, we didn’t box out 
and there were some things 
we just didn’t clean up, but 
the girls worked hard.
